Senator 
Harding and his advisers are prepared 
for any last moment strokes from the

development which may take place. 


To the last Senator Harding intends 


to keep on hammering away at the 
Wilson administration and the league 
of nations.

t)-w> same as he has been uttering thru- 
out the campaign. 
Senator Harding 


has followed this poiicy consistently 
to a large degree especially in his dis-

<-a.usc of Ihe persistent charge of his 
dcmocraiic 
opponents 
that he has 


"wobbled" on this question. 


Tn Minnesota, New York. Kansas. 


Oklahoma, Tennessee, and Maryland,

In virtually every speech the can- 


didate has declared against the league 
as it stands and he has endorsed th« 
idea of ;tn association of nations, al- 
ways adding- that he intends to con- 
sult the best minds of the country aft- 
er election to frame a plan behind 
which all elements will unite. Sena- 
tor Harding came out for two policies 
in his speech here. 


One was an emphatic declaration in 


favor of the soldier bonus bill which 
passed the housfe and is now slum- 
bering in the senate finance commit- 
tee. The other was for extension of 
government credit to all growers of 
erops, including grain and cotton, so 
farmers will not have to dispose of 
their product at 3. loss dnrinK periods 
of financial stringency.

After a. day in which th« casket 


was the cause of fists fights, after it 
had been rejected by Irish officials at 
Quecnstown and Cork, the lord may- 
or's body rested in a place of honor. 
It was claimed by relatives last night 
only after military forces had threat- 
ened burial in the Cork barracks. 


Cork was quiet today. Additional 


soldiers were brought to quell possible 
outbreaks but apparently the extra, 
forces wero not necessary. Authori- 
ties .made, strict regulations governing 
tho funeral which will be held tomor- 
row. 
Among the rules was that the 


only Sinn Fein flag permitted will be 
that draped over tho casket. The fu- 
neral procession was limited to one 
quarter of a mile .-xnd no military dis- 
play •will be permitted. 


The MacSwiney mourning party 


reached Cork yesterday several hours 
after the lord mayor's casket bad ar- 
rived at Queenstown and then for- 
warded here by an admiralty tug. 
The party included the mayor's rela- 
tives and leading Sinn Feinern, in- 
eluding Art O'Brien of London, and 
Arthur Griffiths, acting president- 


Tho ramily attitude was at first 


that the government had engaged in 
body snatching in forcibly removing; 
MacStnney's body from the funeral 
train at Holyhead yesterday morning 
and forwarding it direct to Cork by 
water instead of permitting it to be 
landed in Dublin for a funeral dem- 
onstration. 


The Sinn ^rciners, acting on thl»

Provides 
En- 


forcement of Prohibition 


Act by State Officers. 


Next Tuesday th* electors of Ap- 


pleton *nd Wisconsin will be called 
upon to determine if they shall make 
the Mulberg^r act a part of the sate 
law or if it should be killed. With 
only a few days remaining before 
election, Appleton people are frantical- 
ly trying- to find out what the Mwl- 
bergcr bill is and 
what it means. 


Those same voters have had several 
months to study the bill but for vari- 
ous reasons have neglected to do so 
and many will go to the polls with a 
hazy idea at the best of what the act 
really provides. 


The Mulberger bill, briefly, provides 


that enforcement of the Volstead act. 
which is the federal prohibition en- 
forcement law. shall be in the hands 
of state officers: that alleged viola- 
tion* ot the law shall be tried in the 
state courts and that the fines shall 
be paid into the state treasury. The 
Mulberger bill 
is modeled on 
the 


Volstead act. its provisions arc much 
the same but it provides for a differ- 
ent way of enforcing tits law. 


Part three of section 1569 ,of the bill 


is 
causing' the greatest confusion. 


That section says that within the pur- 
view of the bill all drinks and bever- 
ages containing: more than two an*t 
one half per cent alcohol shall be con- 
sidered intoxicating-, but if the Con- 
gress of the United States shall make 
any other definition of "intoxicating 
liquor", that definition 
shall he the 


definition of the Mulbergrer act. The 
congress has fixed one half of one per 
cent as the maximum alcoholic con- 
tent and that 
is the^flefinition now- 


accepted by the Mulbergrer act. mak- 
ing a real prohibition bill. 


The law provides for the appoint- 


ment of a state "prohibition commis- 
sioner" by the governor who is to 
name the man before January 16. 
1920. 
This commissioner ia empower- 


ed to appoint his assistant* and depu- 
ties and the Jaw provides that all po- 
lice forces and sheriffs ana their as- 
sistants must assist in enforcing- the 
law. There ai« other provisions re- 
lating- to granting1 permits to sell non- 
intoxicating- liquors and regulating 
conditions of sale, but the principal 
feature of the bill is that it places en- 
forcement of the law in the hands of 
state officers.

THE LEAGUE AND THE ELECTION 


\Vc learn from the Chicago Tribune 


thai "the league alone is not the decid- 
ing issue" of (he election. NVe further 
learn from this eminent organ of re- 
action that "the nation is simply tired 
of Democracy." If the predicted land- 
slide for the Republicans materializes 
there will be but one fact which caused 
it, and that is the desire of the people 
for a change of administration, merely 
another way of saying that the nation 
is tired of the Democrats. 


In that event the league of nations 


will have no part whatever in the 
verdict. It could not have for the ob- 
vious reason that those who vote for 
Senator Harding have no idea of what 
they are voting for touching the league 
of nations. To the Borah-Johnson- 
Hearst faction Harding's election will 
mean absolute repudiation of the en- 
tire league of nations and rejection of 
American membership. To the Taft- 
Wickersham-LoweU element it will 
mean acceptance of membership in the 
league with very moderate reserva- 
tions. To the Lodge-Root-Hughes ele- 
ment it will mean acceptance of mem- 
bership with article 10 stricken out and 
somewhat radical amendments of the 
covenant in other particulars. 


It is obviously impossible to look 


upon Senator Harding's election as a 
settlement in itself, of anything per- 
taining to the league of nations ques- 
tion. The c-ourse of the Republican 
party in that event would be wholly a 
matter of guess work, and while the 
probability is that it would be com- 
pelled by the logic of the situation to 
ratify the treaty including the league 
covenant, it is not a certainty. 
The 


contingencies of politics are so great 
and in this instance involved in so 
many cross currents of purpose and 
policy, that no one can say what the re- 
sult would be. 


If. however, the election should be 


relatively close and Mr. Harding should 
win by a narrow margin or Mr. Cox 
should be elected, the league would 
alone be the deciding factor. That 
would mean that the country had sub- 
merged its obvious dissatisfaction with 
the Democratic administration, and 
that for once material gave way to 
moral considerations in the election of 
president. 
If the country voiced its 


ideals and its moral judgment to the 
exclusion of other factors it would de- 
mand ratification of the treaty with 
American membership in the league. 


America's participation in the war, 


America'spurposeinthat conflict, leave 
no doubt as to where America really 
stands on the question of peace. The 
Democratic position is the only posi- 
tion which coincides with American 
purpose in the war. The Republican 
position may coincide with this pur- 
pose when it is finally disclosed after 
politics is swept aside, but in this elec- 
tion and at this lime no one could give 
an intelligent statement of its attitude. 


The election of Mr. Harding by a 


large majority could therefore mean 
but one thing that the people ignored 
the league of nations in making their 
decision, and it necessarily follows that 
if the result is close they have given 
weight to the league issue. Only in the 
latter event could the solemn referen- 
dum asked by the president be said to 
have been registered.

WAR AND PREPARATION 


FOR WAR 


France believes another war is com- 


ing. 
The French government, there- 


fore, refuses to abolish conscription. 
A service law is now being prepared 
under which all Frenchmen physically 
fit must join the colors at 20 years of 
age and remain in the active army for 
18 months or two years. The full time 
of the conscription period has not yet 
been finally determined. But. France 
has decided to retain her conscript sys- 
tem, even though conscription in Ger- 
many has been compulsory abolished 
by the allies. 


This is France's answer to the reluc- 


tance of the great powers to guarantee 
the world against a new conflict. Pre- 
paring for war is an inevitable way of 
causing war. Nevertheless, if France 
doesn't prepare, and if the great pow- 
ers continue to remain indifferent to 
the demands of peace, France will be- 
come Germany's victim. Therefore, 
France has to make ready for her own 
self-defense. 


If another war comes, it cannot be 


confined to the initial combatants. The 
recent conflict showed how futile was 
that belief. France's acceptance afresh 
of the costly insurance of conscription 
must be regarded as a solemn warn- 
ing to the world. The time to stop the 
next war is now, before preparations 
for it gain a resistless momentum. The 
only way it can be stopped is by con- 
certed action on the part of the world 
powers, including principally the Unit- 
ed States. Preparing to enforce peace 
involves a certain amount of risk, but. 
how much greater the risk if war is al- 
lowed to come unchecked.

Boston, 
Mass. — Our. far 
inland 


cities, that scarcely know the taste of 
fresh salt water fish, are-soon to en- 
joy the same fishy advantages as any 
part of the New ngland Coast. 


Big business, which has at last In- 


vaded the lishing industry, has de- 
veloped a practical way of keeping 
fish in-a fresh condition without ice 
for two weeks and even longer. Sam- 
ple shipments sent from Boston to 
Chicago and Indianapolis arrived in 
exce^en? condition. 
Fish were sent 


even to Denver and then back to Bos- 
ton and were pronounced perfectly 
fresh at Denver and at the end of the 
journey. 


The men who are thus experiment- 


ing with the supposedly impossible 
are grouped into a corporation with 
headquarters here in Boston. 
They 


have the biggest fleet of steam trawl- 
ers on the coast, and they claim to be 
the foremost progressives of the fish- 
ing business. 
They aim to see the 


haddock and the cod delivered regu- 
larly all over the country from the 
Mexican border to the plains of the 
Dakotas, and to make fresh fish as 
familiar 
an article of food as beef.

kinds than the average American ever 
heard of—and the United States has 
seen taking from all its waters com- 
bined a trifling two billion pounds a 
year.

of these efforts and of normal 
rss in the fishing industry is 


shown by figures. In 1917 the United 
States consumed 20 pounds of fish per 
person, 
and now it consumes 
28 


pounds. 


The insignificance of our achieve- 


ments in eating flsh is not noticeable 
from this until you compare our rec- 
ord with those of other sea-coast coun- 
tries. In England the average person 
eats 100 pounds a year; in Norway and 
^Sweden, 130 pounds; and Japan beats 
them all with about 500. 


It is true that our average would be 


much more creditable if we counted 
only the area in this country over 
which it has been possible to trans- 
port fresh fish, as practically all parts 
of these other countries are reason- 
ably accessible to fishing ports. An 
average of only half a pound of fish 
is eaten by persons in some parts of 
this country, 
and this

Fishing Behind the Times

towards world union have been taken, 
the last one will be taken either now 
or sometime in the future. 
Indeed, 


the present effort, the League of Na- 
tions, now includes forty nations. 
' 


To understand the League of Na- 


tions one must appreciate the differ- 
ence between internal and external 
sovereignty. The former is the power 
to exercise authority over matters 
wholly within the nation, while the lat- 
ter is the power to exercise authority 
over matters of a foreign nature or 
over the relations with other nations. 
It is the purpose of the league to deal 
with extern*! sovereignty only. 
In 


this field ft does not exercise sov- 
ereign authority, but advisory only. 
The exercise of internal authority is 
to be exorcised by the individual na- 
tions. 


The league is comparatively simple 


in organization. 
A council is estab- 


lished to consist of nine members—the 
United States, Great Britain. France, 
Italy, Japan and the foliowjng four 
nations designated by the peace con- 
ference to serve until the league as- 
sembly appoint successors, Belgium, 
Brazil, Greece and Spain. 


An assemly is established to consist 


A secretary general, and his sub- 


ordinates, are chosen by the council 
for administrative work. 


A court of international justice i.= 


to be established, on plans approved 
by the council, to which disputes be- 
tween nations are to be submitted. 


A mandatory commission is to ad- 


vise the league respecting the assist 
ance given colonies and backward peu 
pie formerly governed by Turkey and 
Germany. 


A permanent commission is' estab- 


lished to recommend a proper reduc' 
tion of the standing armies and the 
navies of the nations comprising thr 
league, and to assist in carrying out 
the plan agreed upon. 


The purpose in organizing the leagui 


was two-fold—to preserve the pear" 
of the world and to promote the gen 
oral welfare of mankind. Therefore, 
war or the threat of war anywhere i.-s 
the concern of the league and it ma;, 
take action to safeguard the peaci 
among the powers. The nations which 
are members of the league agree l<> 
submit all disputes (to arbitration and 
to abide by the decision. The making 
of war contrary to the provisions of 
the covenant is deemed an act of war 
on the part of the offending nation 
against all other members of thr 
league. Each member has the right 
and responsibility of calling the at 
tention of the league to anything that 
threatens to disturb the peace aiv! 
good understanding among nation." 
Arbitration, instead of war, is thr 
method provided for settling interna- 
tional disputes. 


The league is not a state exercising 


power over the member nations. 
Jt 


J has almost wholly advisory power. H 
simply recommends action in case ;i 
member or any other nation violates 
provisions of the covenant. 
Each 


member decides its own procedure in 
the case 


If the United States becomes a mem- 


ber of the league it cannot be coerced 
by the vote of the other nations since, 
with the, exception -of a few matters 
enumerated in the treaty, a unani 
mous vote is required in council and 
assembly in order to pass a measure. 
Therefore any member in the leaguv 
canprotect its interests. If the United 
States remains out of the league we 
may some day face the combined pow 
er of the forty or more nations now 
united in the league.

hoped that enough has been said to 
clarify some of the vital facts regard- 
ing this most important subject.

Article X is the red rag which espe- 


cially 
arouses 
the 
wrath 
of 
the 


opponents of the League of Nations. 
To them it is much like Josh Billings' 
scarecrow which was so awfully scary 
that 
when the crows saw it they 


brought back to the field all the corn 
they had stolen. They seem to re- 
gard it as the open way to all sorts of 
national calamity and world disaster. 
"We are told it will make wars rather 
than avert them, that it will send boys 
to fight and die in all parts of the 
world, that it violates the American 
constitution, and that it sacrifices our 
sovereignty to a supernational power. 
H is this article upon which in the 
long drawn out senate debate the "an- 
tis" especially concentrated tbsir fire.

gathered about Article X. One is the 
very able men who arc diametrically 
opposed in respect to its interpretation 
and desirability. Great lawyers like ex- 
President Taft, ex-Attorney General G. 
W. Wickersham, Senator John Sharp 
Williams, Attorney General Palmer, 
and great students 
of international 


law ljke Dr. George Wilson, Dr. Paul 
Reinsch and President A. Lawrence 
Lowell emphatically favor the article 
and regard it as "perhaps tbo most 
important article 
of the covenant," 


while on the other hand very able- law- 
yers like ex-Atlorney Gensral Knox, 
Senator .Lodge, Senator L,enroot and 
others find In it the gravest objections 
and dangers. The second 
notable 


thing is the way able men have vacil- 
lated in judgment concerning it. Thus 
Mr. Root on March 31st, 1918, advised 
the retention of Article X. Later hs 
said it was advisable in view of con- 
ditions in Europe to retain it for a 
time, but suggested a five year limit 
after which it should be reconsidered, 
any nation being given the chance to 
withdraw from its obligations. 
Re- 


cently 
he has corns out 
squarely 


against it. Mr. Hoover in an address 
at Leland Stanford University on Oc- i 
tol>er 2, Ifllfl, said of it: "There is no 
obligation for the United States to 
engage in military affairs." 
Recently 


he has expressed the opinion that it 
pledges 
us to the 
use of 
military 


force.- Xot long ago President Schur- 
man of Cornell University said that 
he believed 
the public 
"wants the 


peace treaty ratified without any tex- 
tual modification." 
Later, he has va- 


rious modifications and especially on 
Article X which he thinks necessary. 
The third interesting thing is that Ar- 
ticle X which has developed such an 
uproar in the Senate Ims bsen accept- 
ed with almost 
no criticism by the 


leading statesmen of forty-one of tho 
lending nations 
of the earth. 
Any 


obligation which this article puts upon 
us it puts upon all the other nations 
equally: but none have seen in it the 
terrible menace which some of our 
politicians 
have found. 
Is not the 


judgment of tha greater part of the 
civilized worid more significant than 
that of a few American 
statesmen.

The writer of this artlcl? has been 


willing to sec Article X eliminated, if 
that would secure the adoption of the 
League; but he does not share the ap- 
prehensions of its critics concerning; 
it. 


"What Is Article X anil what fangs 


and venom are concealed in its words? 
Analyzing it we note this: It is an 
agreement between the League mem- 
bers to undertake to preserve peace. 
It limits this agreement to wars of ex- 
ternal aggression. It further limits it 
to efforts to take another nation's ter- 
ritory or destroy 
its existence. It 


agrees that in cos? of any such aggres- 
sion, or danger of such aggression the 
Council shall advise (not command 
note you) upon the means by which the 
obligation shall be fulfilled. 


Let us take the reverse of the Ar- 


ticle and see how it would- read. 
It 
would 
be 
something 
like 


like this: The/members of the League 
agree to permit wars of external ag- 
gression for the purpose of stealing an- 
other nation's territory or destroying 
its existence as a state: and the Coun- 
cil shall do nothing to interfere with 
such international robbery and mur- 
der. 
Do you who race at Article X 


want to subscribe to this? 
Do you 


want Iho worse type of wars to go on? 
Have you no interest in international 
justice? If you have, then why is it 
not reasonable for self-respecting na- 
tions that realize the injustice of wars 
of -the kind covered in this Article to 
agree togsther that they will do what 
they can to put a stop to them and 
preserve peace? Certainly the hell of 
bad wars cannot be eliminated by the 
nations doing nothinjf about it: and 
if they do anything, what less can they 
do than agree to ask their Council to 
advise upon the best means to deal 
with, a case that may arissV A man 
who does not believe in Article X must 
believe in wars of conquest and the de- 
struction of states: or he must believe 
that America should be so supremely 
selfish and immoral as to stand by and 
refuse to do its part in helping forty- 
one other nations do away with na- 
tional grand larceny and murder. H • 
must believe that our participating in 
the recent world war was a blunder 
and a crime, 
for the war Germany 


waged was exactly the kind of a war 
which is dsa.lt with in Article X. 


As a matter 
of fact 
the 
United 


States has for nearly a hundred years 
been working under a law which em- 
bodies about the same principle, and is 
fully as dangerous as Article X, name- 
ly the Atonroe Doctrine. "What is this 
famous 
policy? 
As 
originally an- 


nounced by President Monroe it was a 
statement to the world that the Unit- 
ed .States would 
consider as an un- 


friendly act any intervention of Euro- 
pean powers in the affairs of the La- 
tin American republics. The doctrine 
has come to mean the assertion of a 
virtual paramountcy 
by the United 


Statss over the "Western hemisphere. 
As has been said: "There is no contin- 
gency possible under the operation of 
Article X \hat may not arise under 
the Monroe Doctrine—a doctrins that 
compels the United States to throw 
an army in the field in case South or 
Central 
America is 
attacked—even 


sending our troops to European soil if 
need be—and all this alone and with- 
out a single ally." 
Having assumed 


a greater obligation, why stumble at a 
less? 
Let us very 
briefly consider 


some of tha objections made to Arti- 
cle X. 


1. It is said this Article X pledges 


us to keep the world 
in status quo 


and under it no change in territorial 
boundaries would be possible. It does 
nothing of the kind, but refers only to 
wars of external aggression for the 
purpose of robbing another state's ter- 
ritory or destroying its existence. Un- 
der it there can be a revolution within 
the state, there can be a union with 
other nations to form 
a new state, 


there ca.n bs any changes that may be 
made by the self determination of the 
citizens such as voluntary concessions 
to another nation, and there can bo 
any changes that 
may be affected 


through courts of arbitration. It re- 
late* entirely to external and not at all 
to internal aggression. 
Tt does not, 


therefore, as Mr. Root says, "enforce 
perpetually" the "decision of Mr. "Wil- 
son and his associates in the year 
Ifllfl," 
for any 
of the new states 


created can make any changes /their 
people wish, or any changes their p-so- 
ple in conference with other states 
agree upon. 


2. Mr. Root also objects on the 


ground, "It is an attempt * * • * to 
impose by force the judgment of the 
rulers of the present generation upon 
all future generations." The absurdi- 
ty of this statement is shown by the 
provision in Article 1, that "any mem- 
ber of tb-2 league may after two years 
notice of its intention to do so,'with- 
draw from, the League," and by the 
provisions of Article 
XXVI making 


any kind of amendments possible. 


3. The objection "Is made that the 


articls in question pledges Tis to use 
our military force in any part, of the 
world on matters with which we have 
no concern and henca would create 
wars rather than settle them. 
This 


criticism 
persistently overlooks the 


fact that Article X is limited to wars 
of external aggression for the purpose 
of .robbing territory or destroying an- 
other nation's independent existence. 
Have not wars of this kind been the 
worst in history, 
arc they not uni- 


formly vicious and to be universally 
condemned? If a nation has a terri- 
torial grievance, is it not wiser to ap- 
peal to the League for a. reopening of 
the claims, and abide by the decision 
of tho representatives of the world 
rather than plunge into a war? Ar- 
ticle X docs not commit the members 
of the League to wars in unknown fu- 
ture contingen<>es, but only to try to 
prevent wars in the known contingen- 
cy of trying to gain territory by force 
rather than honorable and just means. 


But what are the probabilities that 


Article X will involve us in wars a.ll 
over (ho world. First thena is no pos- 
itive agreement to go to war in the 
article. There is an agreement to try 
and check wars of aggression. There 
is an agreement: to refer a.ny such case 
lo the council for advice. There is the 
implication lhat the advice, will be ac- 
c.spted but no such agreement. 
The 


Council, if governed by the underlying 
principles of the League, will resiort to 
a.ll other means before bringing mili- 
tary pressure to Koar. 
such -as pro- 


tests, warnings, offers of arbitration, 
economic boycott which no nation 
could long stand: and if there is no j 
other way to control the offender it 
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might advise a combined military op- 
eration: but even then Congress would 
be free to accept or reject the advice, 
advise mark you, not command. Tho 
boycott will in every muse bo sufficient: 
for no nation can 
live when denied 


food, raw materials and trade rela- 
tions with other 
powers. Second, 


ther« is no danger of war under Ar- 
ticle X. for ho people on earth would 
be willing to face the overwhelming 
force of the combined military forces 
of the nations of the earth intent on 
punishing it for the violation of its 
covenant. Xor would it be willing to 
face the 
moral 
opprobrium 
of the 


world in a war of aggression for pur- 
poses of stealing territory or destroy- 
ing another nation's existenc-s. Third, 
this is rendered more certain by the 
fact that" the League provides that na- 
tions shall be disarmed, 
only being 


fri\-en such military strength as may 
be necessary for internal protection. 
The great war machines of tho past 
are over. Nations will not hav<s the 
military forces and equipment to go 
into wars of aggression. Fourth, the 
vitality of the Lsegue in making im- 
probable wars of aggression is seen in 
the workings of the Monroe doctrine. 
For nearly 100 years we have kept all 
European nations from wars of aggres- 
sion on I lie "Western hemisphere by the 
threat that the United States would re- 
gard such a war as an unfriendly act. 
If the United 
States 
can preserve 


peace by such a threat, certainly the 
combined powers of the world can do 
so by th? warning of Article X. Fifth, 
there is another 
provision which 


abundantly protects the United States 
from being involved in any war into 
which it doe* not choose to enter. Ar- 
ticle X says in case of a. war of ex- 
ternal aggression 
the Council shall 


advise by what means the nations in 
the League shall act. The Council is 
composed of nine men. fiv.e of whom 
nre chosen by their governments and 
four by the Assembly. Of the five the 
United States chooses one. This rep- 
resentative would act under the in- 
Ktructicns of our government and will 
vole as our government desires him to 
do on all matters of important-?. L'.ut 
Article1 V provides that discussions at 
meetings of the Council "shall require 
the agreement of all the members." 
This msans lhat our representative 
by a dissenting vote can annul any 
proposed proceeding. This absolutely 
secures our government from beinjr 
forced into any war without its con- 
sent. 
If congress is afraid that our 


representative may act on his own ini- 
tiative, or by the word of the Presi- 
dent, it has two possible checks, name- 
ly it can pass an act that our rep- 
resentative shall never votg to in- 
volve us in war without the consent of 
Congress, and it can fall back on ils 
constitutional privilege of refusing to 
accept the "advise" of the council in 
declaring: - war. 
Sixth. 
Article 
X 


should be read in connection with the 
seven articles which follow. These ar- 
ticles cover agreements to arbitrate 
dispules, to refer lo an international 
i-ourt, to submit fat-is and testimony 
to the council for its judgment, and 
in short provide the machinery for 
the settlement of all kinds of differ- 
ences, as well as state the procedure 
which shall enforce the keeping of the 
.agreements. 
They lesson th proba- 


bility of war materially. 
Article X 


provides for a remote cxegency which 
may not have been provided for in Uie 
other articles of the Covenant. 


Article X is a valuable featuns of the 


League, for it helps prevent the worst 
type of wars; it assures the nations 
that they will be safe if they weaken 
their defences by the reduction of their 
armaments; it covers possible emer- 
gencies not provided for in the other 
articles; it helps protect France from 
what it lears most, a, war of retalia- 
tion from Germany; it helps materially 
in working out the problems of recon- 
struction. Mr. "Root some months ago 
plainly stated this fact. 
H<o said, "The 


allied nations in their council must de- 
termine the lines 
of reconstruction. 


Their determination must be enforoed. 
They may make mistakes. Doubtless 
they will, but there must be decision 
and decision must be enforced. Un- 
der these circumstances the United 
Shales cannot quit. It must go on to 
the performance of its duty, and the 
immediate aspect of Article X is .in 
agreement to do thai."

CHAPTER 556, LAWS OF 1919 


AN ACT To stisp«nd the operation of chapter 66 of the statute of l:'I7 


entitled "Excise and the sale of intoxicating- liquors" and to create sec. 
tions 1569—1 to 156?—22, inclusive, of the statutes, relating to intoxicat- 
ing liquors, to provide for the enforcement of Article 1S of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, providing penalties, making an appropriation 
and denning intoxicating liquor. 


The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in senates and as- 


sembly, do enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 66 of the statutes of Wisconsin for 1917 entitled "Excise 


and the sale of intoxicating liquors" is hereby suspended and declared 
to be inoperative so long as this act shall be and remain in force and ef- 
fect. 


SECTION 2. Twenty-two new sections are added to the statutes to read: 


Section 1569—1. After this act becomes operative, the manufacture, sale or 


transportation of intoxicating liquors, as herein denned, within, the im- 
portation thereof into, or the exportation thereof from the state of. Wis- 
consin, except as may be herein or hereafter provided, is hereby pro- 
hibited. 


Section 1569-—2. 
This act shall be deemed to be an exercise of the 


power reserved by and granted to this state by Article 18 of the constitu- 
tion of the United States. 


Section 1569—3. Intoxicating- liquor, within the purview of said consti- 


tutional amerwJment and the provisions of this act shall be construed to be 
and include all liquors and drinks of whatsoever name or description, in- 
cluding patent or proprietary medicines, capable of being used as a bev- 
erage containing more than two and one-half per centum of alcohol by 
weight j.t sixty degrees Fahrenheit. But if the Congress of the United 
States shall hereafter by a. valid act which shall become the law of the 
land and be paramount to any state laws on the subject, define the words 
"intoxicating liquors" as used in article IS of the constitution of the United 
States, then such definition, from the time such act of congress becomes 
operative, shall be the definition thereof under this subdivision. 


Section 1569—^. 
Pure grain alcohol, wines and other liquors, con- 


taining more than two and one-half percentum of alcohol by weight, may 
be manufactured in or imported into or exported from this state for mp_< 
dicinal, mechanical, scientific and sacramental purposes and sold for such 
purposes only and may be so sold as herein provided and not. otherwise. 
Denatured alcohol may be freely manufactured and sold, provided it? man- 
ufacture complies strictly with the laws now or hereafter enacted by con- 
gress relative thereto and the rules and regulations issued by the depart- 
ment of internal revenue. 


Section 1569—a. 
There is hereby created the office of "Prohibition 


Commissioner." 
On or before the sixteenth day of January, 1920, the 


governor shall, by and with the advice and consent of the senate, appoint 
a suitable person as such prohibition commissioner. 
Such 
prohibition 


commissioner shall have his office in the capitol. at Madison, to be provid- 
ed at public expend, and such officer shall hold his office for the term of 
four years from and after the date of his appointment and until his suc- 
cessor shall be appointed. Any vacancy occurring in said office shall like- 
wise be filled by executive appointment. 
Said prohibition commissioner 


shall receive a salary of four thousand dollars per year and his actual and 
necessary expenses incurred in the discharge of his duties.

so fixed, to b«i audited, allowed and paid on the certificate of the prohibi- 
tion commissioner in the same manner, as salaries and compensations am 
now allowed and paid to state officials and employes. The prohibition com- 
missioner .shall have and possess a suitable official seal, and all ptrmiis 
issued by him under the provisions of this act shall have affixed thereto 
a clear impression, of said official seal. Other documents may be r,ijthon- 
ueated by a printed copy of th« impression of said official seal.

It shall be the duty of the prohibition commissioner 


to designate arid issue a permit fwhich permit may be revoked for causei 
to one or more persons in each municipality in thip stale who shall be au- 
thorized to have in possession and sell under such general rules and regu- 
lations a.s he may prescribe, alcohol, vinoun, spirituous or mult liquor* con- 
tjJning in excess of two and one-half percentum of alcohol by weight to bo 
u«f.,i exclusively for medicinal, mechanical, scientific and sacramental pur- 
iio?e.s. The person HO designated shall execute a bond in the penal sum of 
onr ihouvind dollars for the faithful complianre,with the ruleH and regu- 
lations r,o prescribed by the prohibition commissioner, with reference to 
the pOsi-e:.,«(ion and Hale of any such liquors. 
In the event of f,i.ilur« t;>

Section !56!>— S. No person who shall keep or have in possession lor

A fee of not more than one hundred dollars per 
annum may be exacted before the granting of such permit and shall be 
payable in such amounts and at such times as may be fixed by ordinance. 
The commodities to be sold under such permit may be separated into 
classes and a separate fee may be exacted for each class not exceeding 
in all the maximum of one hundred dollars. 


It shall be the duty of the treasurer of each town, village or city in 


this state wherein a fee is collected for a permit as herein provided, to re- 
mit to the state treasurer within sixty days after such fee is collected flve 
per cent of the total amount collected, and such moneys when so received 
by the state treasurer shall be set aside and constitute a separate fund 
for the payment of salaries and other expenses ot the prohibition com- 
missioner, and in carrying on the work connected with the enforcement of 
this act. 


Section 1569—11. Whenever a number of *.he qualified electors of. any 


town, village or city equal to or more than ten percentum of the number 
of votes cast therein for governor at the last general election shall present 
to the clerk (hereof a petition in'writing signed by them praying that the, 
electors thereof may have submitted to them the question whether or not 
any permit shall be issued under the provisions of this act to sell any non- 
intoxicating beverages as defined in section 3 hereof, containing alcohol 
in any degree whatsoever as a beverage and shall file such petition with 
the clerk at least two weeks prior to the first Tuesday of April next suc- 
ceeding, such clerk shall forthwith make an order providing that such 
question shall be submitted on the 'first Tuesday of April next succeeding 
the date of such order. The city clerk making such order shall give no- 
tice of the election to bo held on such question in the manner notice is 
given for the regular city election: town and village clerks who make such 
orders shall give notice by posting written or printed notices in at least 
five public places in the town or village not less than two weeks before 
the day of election. The election on such question shall be held and con- 
ducted and the returns canvassed in the manner in which elections in such 
city, town or village on other questions are conducted and the returns 
thereof canvassed. The result shall be certified by the canvassers imme- 


. diately upon the determination thereof and be entered upon the records 


of the town, village or city, and shall remain in effect until another elec- 
tion is held for the same purpose. 


The ballots upon the question so submitted shall be deposited in a sep- 


arate box in each town and election district and shall contain the words 
"For permit" and "Against permit" and shall otherwise conform with th« 
provisions of subsection 8 of section 6.23. If a majority of the ballots 
cast upon such question be "Against permit," then it shall be unlawful 
for any person to sell or traffic in any of the beverages defined in section 
1569—3 of this act as non-intoxicating which contain any alcohol what- 
soever in the town, village or city so voting "Against permit" and any 
permit granted or issued therein so long as the result of such election 
shall remain unreversed by another election held for the same purpose 
shall be void, but if a majority of the ballots so cast shall be "For permit," 
it shall be lawful for the town board, village trustees or common council, 
as the case may be. to grant permit for the sale of such beverages. 


The provisions of this act shall not authorize the sale of beverages con- 


taining alcohol in any town, village or city in this state where such sale 
is now illegal until an election shall have been had under the provisions 
hereof permitting such sale under the conditions in this act prescribed. 


Section 1569—12. Manufacturers and chemists who use alcohol for in- 


dustrial and scientific purposes or in the manufacture of products not suit- 
able for use as an intoxicating beverage, superintendents of hospitals, muse- 
ums, laboratories, educational institutions, dentists, physicians and persons 
for lawful purposes, may secure a permit from the prohibition commis- 
sioner, authorizing the purchase and possession of alcohol and liquors for 
the purposes permitted by this act, upon making due application therefor in 
accordance with such rules and requirements as the prohibition commission- 
er may promulgate, and upon filing a bond in such sum, not, to exceed 
two thousand dollars, as in the discretion of the prohibition commissioner 
shall be required, conditioned that said alcohol and other liquors will be 
used only for the purposes stated in the application-and permit and in 
accordance with law. 
Such permit may be revoked by the prohibition 


commissioner if the conditions thereof are not complied with, after notice 
is given to the holder of such permit to appear before said prohibition com- 
missioner and show cause why such permit should not be revoked. 


Section 1569—13. This act shall not be construed to authorize the con- 


fiscation or seizure or make unlawful the possession of liquors defined in 
section 1569—3 hereof as intoxicating liquor, owned by individuals and 
possessed and kept for the individual use of the owners thereof at the 
time this act becomes operative: provided such liquors were lawfully pur- 
chased prior for private purposes and not for purposes of unlawful sale, 
but all such liquors kept by retail dealers in non-intoxicating beverages as 
defined ir. said section and on hand in the building where such business 
is conducted at the time this act becomes operative, or at any time subse- 
quent thereto, shall be deemed contraband and subject to seizure by the 
prohibition commissioner. 


Section 1569—14. In addition to the powers and duties conferred upon 


tho prohibition commissioner by this act, -he is authorized and empowered 
to make other and further reasonable rules and regulations relative to 
the possession and sale of intoxicating liquors or drinks as a beverage as 
herein defined, general in the application not inconsistent herewith, for 
trie enforcement of the provisions of this act, and all such rules and regu- 
lations, including those herein specifically enumerated, shall have the force 
and effect of Jam-. 


Section 1569—15. 
AH alcohol and intoxicating liquor as defined in sec_ 


tion 15R9—3 hereof shipped or carried into this state for any lawful pur- 
pose or use permitted by the terms hereof shall be plainly labeled on the 
outside describing the nature a.nd character of the liquor, tho name of the 
consignee and consignor in plain letters in the English language. All such 
liquors not so labeled shall be forfeited to the state and be subject to»con- 
nscation by the prohibition commissioner and by him delivered to public 
state institutions for medicinal, mechanical or scientific use. 


Section 1569—16. 
Prerr.Ves occupied by the owner or by a tenant 


whereon intoxicating liquors are sold contrary to the provisions of this 
act are declared a nuisance and may be abated in an action brought in 
the name of the state on complaint of any citixen. No such action shall 
bo, maintained with respect to premises occupied by a tenant of the owner 
until notice of such violation of law is first given the owner and he has 
an opportunity to evict such tenant. Proceedings for such eviction must 
he instituted within ten days after notice, and promptly prosecuted to 
judgment or any citizen may intervene or begin such action in the name 
of the slate and prosecute the .same. Upon final judgment *,hat such nuis- 
ance exists, that part .of the premises so used in violation of law shall be 
abated 
and an injunction 
issued permanently restraining 
their uae 


for any purpose contrary to law and the owner may be required to give 
bond in such amount as the court may deem adequate that said premises 
the part thereof so abated and declared a nuisance will not thereafter be 
used for the sale of intoxicating liquors. 


Section 1569—17. 
No person shall advertise, sell, deliver or have in 


possession any preparation, compound or tablet manufactured for the pur- 
poee of adding the same to or mixing the same with a non-intoxicating bev- 
entge or drink'from which intoxicating liqnors as defined in section 1569— 
3 hereof can be made, unless he has a permit from the prohibition com- 
missioner authorizing such possession, sale or advertisement. 


Section 1569—18. The provisions of this act shall not be construed to 


prevent: 


(1) The manufacture, sale and keeping and storing for sale by any per- 


son having a permit of any medical preparation manufactured»in accord- 
ance with formulae prescribed by the United States Pharmacopoeia or na- 
tional formulary or any patent or proprietary remedy in conformity with 
the laws of this state, unless such medical preparations are suitable for 
beverage purposes. 


(2) The manufacture and sale of toilet, medical and antiseptic prepara- 


tions or solutions'neither designed nor sold for use as'beverages. 


(3) The manufacture, keeping for sale or selling of flavoring extracts 


manufactured or sold for culinary or flavoring purposes only. 


(4) Any person having a permit who is a manufacturer of flavoring 


extracts or toilet, medicinal, antiseptic preparations or solutions, patent 
or proprietary, medicines or preparations, from purchasing, possessing, 
transporting and storing alcohol necessary for the manufacture of such 
articles. 


Section 1569—19.' Any person who shall vend, sell, deal or traffic in, or 


for the purpose of evading: any law of this state, give away intoxicating 
liquor as herein defined, except-as herein provided, or violate any other pro- 
vision hereof or any lawful order made under the provisions of this act/ 
shall be guilty of a. misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not 
less than one hundred dollars or more than five hundred dollars or by im- 
prisonment not exceeding six months or by both such fine and imprisonment 
in the dircretion of the court. And in the event of a second conviction for 
any such offense within one year may be punished by a penalty equal to 
double the maximum penalty prescribed for a first offense. 


Section 1569—20. There is hereby appropriated a sufficient sum to pro. 


•vide for the payment of salaries and compensation of said prohibition com- 
missioner, his deputies, and employes and to carry this act into effect, not 
exceeding fifteen thousjand dollars in all in any one year. 


Section 1569—21. 
If at any time after the passage of this act the 


eighteenth amendment to the constitution of the United States shall be- 
come void and of no effect, then and in such case and from the date said 
amendment is declared to be or becomes void and of no effect this act shall 
be null and void and the. provisions of chapter 66 herein referred to in sec- 
tion 1 hereof shall again become operative and of full force and effect.' 


Section 1569—22. If any of the provisions of this act shall be held to bo 


invalid all other provisions of the same which are not so expressly held 
to be invalid shall continue in full force and effect. 


SECTION 3. This act shall be in force on passage and publication on and 


after January 16, 1!)20, and continue in force and effect to and including 
January 1, 1921. 


The prohibition rommissionpr shall have power to enforce the provi- 


sions of this act nnrl all other ants relative to intoxicating lifiuor, and it 
shall be his duty and the duty of all peace officers of the state, to make 
oomplaints a.nd institute prosecutions for a, violation of the wnw, a.nd all 
euch officers and any citizen may on information and belief make complaint 


before any magistrate or court to the effect that provisions of this act are 
being violated and that intoxicating liquors are being kept for purpose* 
of unlawful sale at a particular place to be designated, and praying that 
a warrant may be issued' to search the premises where said intoxicating 
liquors are so being kept ami seize the same, and upon filing any such 
complaint a warrant may issue commanding the officer to search the prem- 
ises and seize any and all liquors believed to be intoxicating and bring the 
same before the court for further proceedings according to law. 
The pro- 
cedure shall be substantially the same as the procedure provided for search 
warrants in larceny cases and such liquors shall be. subject to such dis- 
position as the prohibition commissioner may order. 
SECTION 4. The question whether the provisions of this act. shall continue 


to be in force and effect from and after January 1, 1921, shall be submit- 
ted to the people of this state in the manner provided by law for the sub- 
mission of an amendment to the constitution at the election to be held on 
the first Tuesday after the first Monday, in November, 1920. If approved by 
a majority of the votes cast upon that question, it shall continue of forte 
and effect from and after January 1, 1921, otherwise it shall cease to be 
of force and effect and become null and void. 
Upon the ballot shall be printed: "Shall chapter - (insert on th« 
ballot the number of the chapter) of the laws of 1919 entitled (insert the 
title of the act) be continued of force and effect?" 
SECTION 5. This act takes effect as above provided, subject, however, to 


all provisions contained for its submission to the people for their ratifi- 
cation or rejection.

NOTE: If the foregoing law is teitified by this election, it becomes 
the law of this state on the subject of intoxicating liquors, except as amend- 
ed by Chapter 685 of the Laws of 1919, and except as affected by the

What takes place every day at the 


Red Cross office? 
/ 


Many people who are, not in close 


touch with the activities of the Outa- 
g-amie chapter would like to know the 
nature of the service performed, es- 
pecially since the health center was 
opened and the home service office 
combined with it. A review of the 
day's work by Mrs. B. W. 
Wells, 


county secretary, shows what a var- 
ied program confronts the staff. 


Miss Elizabeth Nienhaus, city Red 


Cross nurse, and Miss Bertha Schultz, 
county nurse, both call at the office 
at eight o'clock. The former equips 
herself for the day and makes her 
calls about the city in an automobile 
recently provided for her by the chap- 
ter. 


Miss Schultz usually finds a small 


amount of office routine confronting 
her before she starts for the rural dis- 
tricts v^jth her automobile. She prob- 
ably finds a letter from a school teach- 
er asking her to visit there promptly 
to examine pupils which the teacher 
believes may have defective eyesight 
or hearing, or are underweight or ail- 
ing. She may also receive a request 
from someone in the county having 
tuberculosis, asking her to make ar- 
rangements for his entry into 
the 


sanatorium. 


Replies to thesp communication's are 


dictated to Miss Edna VanRyzin. clerk 
of the health center. Mayhap a letter 
is addressed to the state school for 
crippled children to arrange for ad- 
mission for corrective work. 
Notifi- 


cations are also sent to county school 
boards naming the date of her visit 
to a school. This done, she fills her 
nursing case with supplies and leaves 
for some county school. 


An ex-service man probably enters 


shortly after the arrival of Miss Marie 
Roemer. Red Cross registrar, asking 
that a. compensation claim be filed be- 
cause of his disability. To file this 
claim she must make a copy of his 
discharge, and marriage 
certificate, 


and h.e is then sent to a United States 
public health physician for examina- 
tion. Several others probably want ap- 
plications for victory medals, which 
means filing the blanks and making 
extracts'of their discharges to be sent 
to the recruiting office at 
Chicago. 


Another probably wants the benefici- 
ary of his war risk insurance changed. | 
•which means a letter to the bureau at 
Washington. 


A telephone call for 
Miss 
Nien- 


haus will probably corne in and she 
will be directed to a home where a 
child is ailing and the mother docs not 
know what course to take. She may 
also be called to a home where a boy's 
hand injured " in a fall needs to be | 
bandaged. She returns to the office to J 
write records of all calls made after 
she has made her morning rounds to 
give baths, change surgical 
dress- 


ings or make instructive visits. 


Mrs. Wells also finds a busy day 
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ahead. Part of her time is probably 
taken up in conference with J. P. 
Frank, county chairman, or other of- 
ficials concerning Red Cross policy or 
activities. 
She may also have 
ar- 


ranged a Joan to an ex-service man 
from the county who wishes to find 
employment out of town. 


The wife of an ex-service man may 


be seen entering the office to say she 
has not received her compensation. A 
letter is written to the proper 
au- 


thorities by Miss Roemer stating the 
facts and asking for a speedy adjust- 
ment. 


There are requests for service of 


almost every kind at all times of the 
day. An ex-service man may want to 
get in touch with a public health phy- 
sician. The physician may telephone 
for the claim number of an ex-soldier 
wanting compensation. Friends of ex- 
service men may call to swear affi- 
davits to assist him in claiming com- 
pensation for a dependent 
mother. 


Letters arrive from the United States 
Public Health service, probably want- 
ing the address of a man whom they 
want to provide with transportation 
for an examination b.y 
an 
outside 


specialist. 
Letters from the 
insur- 


ance bureau are also arriving 
and 


need attention. 


Calls come in frequently for the 


nurses. 
Patients also come in each 


day to have wounds redressed. Band- 
ages are usually prepared in advance 
for expected patients. Request? come 
in for information about the clinic on 
Thursdays. Cases must be taken up 
by Mrs. "Wells with Judge TJottensek 
concerning dependent children, and it 
usually requires a trip to the home 
where the child is being temporarily 
cared for. Work on the community 
survey and approaching roll call also 
take up a portion of the time. 


Constantly at work for the welfare 


of anybody in the county needing help 
of any lurid, tho Red Cross is doing a 
•work provided by no other organiza- 
tion. Its program is not restricted to J 
or two lines of activity, but lends it- 
self readily to any form of social 
service. Its achievements seem to be
